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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

As to claim 5, it is indefinite because it depends from a canceled claim 3. It is 
suggested that claim 5 should depend from claim 16. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1, 5-6, 13, 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Chuah (US 6,757,293 B1, cited by examiner). 

As to claim 1, Chuah discloses a method for saving battery life on a wireless data 
device and for saving network resources in a CDMA2000 network (see column 2 lines 
55-61), said method being performed at the wireless data device and comprising the 
steps of if a dedicated traffic channel is not established between the wireless data

device and the CDMA2000 network, determining a frame transport capability of a 
reverse access channel; checking whether a size of a data packet falls within said frame 
transport capability; and if the size of said data packet falls within said frame transport 
capability encapsulating said data packet as a data burst message; and sending said 
data burst message over said reverse access channel (see column 4 line 58-7; column 
6 lines 25-38; column 9 lines 25-59); wherein said sending step over said reverse 
access channel precludes a dedicated data traffic channel being established for said 
data burst message thereby saving battery life of said wireless data device and network 
resources on said CDMA2000 network (it should be noted that battery life of the 
wireless data device and network resources would be saved in Chuah because a 
dedicated data traffic channel is not established for sending data burst messages such 
as short message service SMS message. This SMS message is transmitted on the 
reverse access channel as disclosed at column 4 line 58-7; column 6 lines 25-38; 
column 9 lines 25-59). 

As to claims 5-6, see figure 1. See also column 9 lines 54-59 which discloses 
routing data packet. 

As to claim 13, it is rejected for similar reasons as set forth in claim 1 above. 

As to claim 16, see the base station controller 10 in figure 1 . 

Allowable Subject Matter 
5. Claims 2 and 4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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As to claims 2 and 4, Chuah fails to disclose or render obvious transmitting data 
packet on both dedicated voice traffic channel and reverse access channel as specified 
in claim 2. 

Conclusion 

6. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Chow (US 6,819,945 B1) discloses transmitting data packet on voice channel 
(see column 34 lines 17-25). 

Sinnarajah (US 6,952,41 1 B2) discloses transmitting data packet on reverse 
access channel (see column 6 lines 8-43). 

Morales (US 6,738,618 B1) discloses transmitting data packet on reverse access 
channel (see column 4 lines 7-27).
